Under no pos- 
Sible construction could 
tion“ roter te examination or ex- 
clusion.* There is nothing radical or 
dangerous im this measure except 
te those whe. believe that health of- 
fieers should have the right to com- 
medital treatment of schoo) chi- 
aa the may desire and that 
the function of the public schoo! is 
te meditate rather than educate. 
Tite proposed law has nothing what- 
ever to do with quarantine laws and 
the assertion to the contrary is as 
— as it t= untres. 

As a matter of fact the present 
laws provide that “whenever there is 
geod reason to believe that a child 
is suffering from a recagnized con- 
tegious or infectious diseese the 
child shall be excluded.” This is a 
wise regdülat ion and gives ample room 
for the protection of the public and 
neither thie ner any of the other 
auerantine and exclusion laws will be 

interfered with in the least. 

Judge Walde M. York, who was 
for some years a member of the 
Los Angeles Board of Education, 
has examined the proposed amend- 
ment for the Publie School Protec- 
tive League and says: 

“I fail to find in it any provision 
which would prevent the examination 
of anyone to ascertah whether he is 
affected with any contagious disease 
or which.would prevent the exclu- 
sion of ene who has been were 
to a contagious disease.” 

TO PREVENT COMPULSION? 

The law has been framed to pre- 
vont the compnision of vaccination 
or inoculation under any other name 
and undér the advice ef medica) 
authorities who hav stated’ that 
this could he done if the qualifica- 
tion “other medication” were not in 
the law.

. The proposed chiropractic law is 
not needed, except to fill schools of 
chiropractic; disease control will be 
lost if the measure against com- 
pulsory vaccination is lost, and if 
the anti-vivigection measure is passed 
on Tuesday interstate commerce 
rules will practically quarantine the 
State—all according to statements 
made at a meeting Wednesday of 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia Faculty Selence Club by An- 
drew F. Wagner, professor of gen- 
eral pathology at the dental college, 
and county autopsy surgeon, during 
a discussion of some of the legis- 
lative questions which will appear 
on the ballot day after fomorrow. 
“The separate State board of ex- 
for chiropractors, which will 
he creited if Amendment No. 5 is 
passed, Is not only unnecessary, but 
is also unfair to other drugless 
practitioners,” declared Mr. Wagner. 
“The recular physician and homeo- 
path mrust present evidence of a high 
school education or its equivalent 
as a preliminary requirement: a di- 
ploma of a medical school giving at 
least a 4000-hour (four years’) 
course, and must pass the State 
hoard examination, before a license 
to practice ts granted. 

This same State board, composed 
of men chosen by the Governor from 
all schools, will grant a license to 
any drugless practitioner (osteopath, 
chiropractor, naturopath or any 
other drugless healer,) who meets 
the high school requirement, and 
who has pursued @ 2000-hour course 
(only half that required of physi- 
cians.) One would think the chire- 
practors would be satisfied with such 
a law and would be willing to meet 
the same requirements that the os- 
teopath must meet, but no, they balk 
at the high school preliminary edu- 
cation. 

WANT TO FILI, SCHOOLS. 
“The owners of the chiropratic 
schools want this requirement re- 
moved so that they can fill their 
schools with students and enrich 
themselves, Anyone, old er young, 
any pikér off the street, can enter 
such a school, graduate and receive 
a license to practice, with none but 
chigopractors to supervise the in- 
struction given—none but chiroprac- 
tors to pass upon the license issued. 
“It is not true that physicians are 
fighting competent chiropractors. We 
merely want to defeat a law whighb 
would make it possible for ignorant 
charlatans or fools to obtain a li- 
cense to treat the sick, practice ob- 
stetrics and sign death certificates. 
Let them meet the low requirements 
of the present law.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 14.— 


[Sodom and Gomorrah and the wick- 


ed cities of the plain could have had 
little on Constantinople as one finds 
it in this year of grace, 1920. 

Those in America who knew the 
Turkish capital in prewar days 
would be aghast if they should come 
here now, The ill-famed corruption 
and cruelty that prevailed while 


Abdul Hamid reigned was as nothing 
to the positive bediam of today. And 


now Constantinople is supposed to be 
under the government of the Allies! 


|} Supposed to be, but is not. 


TOO MANY COOKS. 
Not that there is no government in 


Constantinople. There is too much— 


at least five different kinds—all 
The city’s state is scandalous. 

Nominally, the British are respon- 
sible. In reality, however, the French 
are trying to govern. The Greeks and 
Italians claim some right and make 
sufficient efforts to justify large pay 
rolls also, while a remnant of the 
Turks contrives to exercise some 
measure of authority. 

Moat of the officials of these many 
flags seem to think the deluge which 
burst upon the world in August, 
1914, was just a heaven-sent means 
of enabling them to eat, drink and 
be merry. As a‘ consequence, at no 
time anywhere, even in the worst 
days of Paris, has there been more 
looseness and immorality than af- 
fronts one today in Constantinople. 
And there’ never was worse steward- 
ship, grosser incompetence. 

HELL LET LOOSE. 

Many of Constantinople’s cafes be- 
fore the war were bad enough, but 
now it seems as if hell itself had been 
let joose in them. Thousands of so- 
called Russian refugees have taken 
— of Constantinople and 

nédreds of Russian “countesses”" 
and “princesses” have opened what 


they call Russian cafes-chantants, |. 


with Russian dances. the dancers be- 
ing both women and men who have 
naturally brought with them all the 
bestiality which largely prevailed in 
Russia before. the war and has in- 
creased during the Bolshevik regime. 
YOUNG GIRLS VICTIMS. . 

rhe white-slavé traffic as it now 
conducted here, cries aloud to 
Heaven, for many of the victims are 
mere children—some giris as young 
as 12 years, who are sold te the 
highest bidder: Yet there not 
seem to be any authority e of 
intervening and putting an end to 
this scandal. 

While thousanés of people literal- 
ly are dying of hunger, some of the 
most costly and extravagant food is 


being served to others, who seem 


nerer to lack money to pay for it.

NIGHT MADE HIDEOUS.

Constantinople, but in 
reality Bolshevism of the worst kind 
prevails throughout the clty, 

Even in Constantinople’ hotels 
kepte by Europeans, if a person 
leaves his bag unlocked, everything 
disappears out of it; and if the bag 


is left locked, but unguarded, the 


whole bag is stolen 
HAREMS EMPTIED. 

Owing to the high cost of living, 
men who kept large harems in pre- 
war days ere now compelled to turn 
some of their wives adrift. The 
tragedies which the Turkish women 


have undergone 8 4 result of the 


war are Worse than those in other 

countries, because the women here 

are utterly helpless through lack of 

any training which might enable 
em to support themselves. 

On the other band, thousands 
seem to have become rich during 
the war. <A shopkeeper importing 
very expensive articles of any kind 
is sure of a market for them. The 
finest American, French and Italian 
motor care are copstantiy being im- 
ported, and always are bought up 
the moment they arrive.

In 1918, when, after the armistice, 
the Britieh first reached Constanti- 
nople, they introduced sanitary 
measures and appointed medical in- 
spectors, both men and omen, to 
enforce them. 

Especially do T remember one 
British woman medical inspectér, 
about 6 feet 6 inches in height, who 
was the terror of the famous—no, 
infamous—meat and fish market. 
The moment her head appeared 
among the crowd in the distance 
there Was a scramble to cleanse the 
market. 

With the disappearance of that 
giant woman doctor and with the 
arrival of the French, Italians and 
Greeks, things have bad 
again.

The tale goes back to the Cruci- 
fixion. As Christ passed, bearing 


the Cruss, a certain Jew, previously’ 


known as Ahasuerus, 
to have mocked him, 
go quicker.

come 
Thus the unfortunate Jew was 
condemned to go on living through 
the ages, waiting for the Resurrec- 
tion, and he has generally been de- 
picted as a miserable outcast, rov- 
ing aimlessly over the world’s. sur- 
face, spurned by all men. 
Extraordinarily different from 
this is the conception of the Wan- 
dering Jew that Temple Thurston 
has given us in the play that has 
occupied him for so long. We see 
Thurston's Jew, (who for some un- 
known reason he has chosen to re-

christen atathias) first in eru- 
salem on the day of the ifixion, 
then at Antioch in the ti of the 


First Crusade, later in Palermo in 
the thirteenth century, and finally 
in Seville during the Inquisition 
period. 


. MANY PHASES. 


In each of these “phases,” as they | 


sre called in the play, the Wanderer 
is apparently a different man, difer- 
ent in appearance and with a dif- 
ferent name. At Antiech, for eR- 
ample, he is an “Unknown Kalght“; 
at Palermo, Matteo Bottadio, a Jew- 
ish merchant; at Seville, Matteos 
Battadios, a physician. In cach of 
these phases, too, he is seemingly 
wealthy and prosperous and inci- 
dentaly a great “ladies man, — a fact 
which drew from William Archer, 
dean of British 4 atic critics, the 
witty comment t a more fitting 
title for the play than The Wander- 
ing Jew” would be The andering 
Juan.” 

This Matathias, in fact, appears to 
have had a remarkably good time 
throughout. True, hecontinually be- 
mails his inability to die, hut con- 
sidering that he ntrives to make 
many beautiful ladies, fall in love 
with him, that he never seems short 
of ready money and is always pic- 
turesquely and romantically attired, 
it is Impossible to take very seriously 
his complaints of the burden of life. 
He really ought to be the same 
wanderer throughout. That is the 
whole point of the legend, the curse 
of an abnormally prolonged life— 
not of a series of lives. As a result 
of htis extraordinarily treatment of 
the theme we miss, in Thurston's 
play, almost all sense of the tragedy 
of the Wandering Jew. | 

WELL WRITTEN. 

The piece is supremely well writ- 
ten, so far as language goes, and 
it has been beautifully put on. 

On the first night The Wander- 
ing Jew" was received with vocifer- 
cur applause and gubsequent au- 
Giences have been equally enthu- 
siastic .These plaudits, hawever, 
one imagines, are earned rather by 
the acting and the mounting than 
by the piece itaeif which, frankly, 
is not without lods of compara- 
tive boredom. 

Matheson Lang, one of the most 
notable of English actor-managers, 
does all that anyone could do with 
the Wandering Jew as conceived by 
Thurston, and his wife, Hutin Brit- 
ton, and the talented Lillah McCar- 
— are seen to advantage in the 
respective parts of Matathias’s first

Proper care of solid truck tires 


means more to the truck owner 
than increased tire mileage and 


greater efficiency on the part of the 
truck, fewer mechanical break- 
ao and less time in waiting for 
pairs. 
"The importance of eliminating tire 


— is so generally recognized at 


resent, that many truck owners go 
to great pains to point out to the 
drivers the damaging effect of 
various abuses and show how they 
ean be avoided. Some even offer 
bonuses to the drivers attaining the 
greatest tire mileage. 

The following summary of tire 
abuses, prepared by the B. F. Good- 
rich Rubber Company, shows the 
things that a truck driver should 
avoid to get maximum tire service. 
Although brief, it covers the ground 


thoroughly. U may well serve as 
the driver's primary text book on 
tire care. 

OVERLOADING—OTf all possible 


abuses to solid motor truck tires, 


overloading is the most disastrous. 
Tires should be barge enough to take 
care of the greatest load the truck 
carries, not the average load. 
SPEEDING—Heat destroys solid 
tires, just like it does pneumatics, 
taking the life out of the rubber. 
Heat is generated in the tires by 
pounding of the load and friction 
against the roadbed when a truck 
is driven at an excess speed, ever if 
the highway is smooth. Conse- 
quently the truck should be driven 
sanely to avoid permanent tire in- 


jury. 

NEGLECTED CUTS — Cuts in a 
solid tire should not be neglected 
any more than a cut in the tread of 
a pneumatic. Cuts near the edge of 
the tire tend to enlarge. especially 
in a circumferential direction. If 
not properly trimmed, the torn 
rubber of “flag” catches as the 
wheel revolves and the injury be- 
comes worse.

OUT OF ALIGNMENT—Misalign- 
ment of wheels will grind down a 
solid tire quickly.

tire being partly dragged and partly 
rolled over the roadway. Regular 
inspection prevents this abuse, as it 
can be detected easily, the tire being 
ground off smoothly and having 
sharp corners. 

BAD ROADS—Bad roads are ab- 
viously injurious to solid tires, as 
the tire rests succesgively in trregu- 
larities, having the effect of over- 
loading that particular portion of 
the tire. Many truck pilots risk 
permanent iftjury to their cushions, 
as well as the mechanical parts of 
the truck.

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| SHOULD LOCK MACHINE. 


One's automobile should be locked 
to prevent théft, stated Judge 
Willis of the Superior Court re- 
cently in passing sentence on an 
automobile thief. A large number 
of such cases fall in Judge Willis’s 
court. He said: 

“It seems to be a failing with 
people who drive automobiles, that 
they go away and leave the auto- 
mobile unlocked beside the street. 
I think that 90 per cent or more 
of the cars which are stolen are 
machines that are left unlocked 
alongside of the street somewhere. 
A young man comes along, and, un- 
der the impulse of the moment, gets 
in the machine and drives away. 

“T think that people who own au- 
tomobiles should co-operate with the 
courts by locking their automobiles; 
this, in connect jon with the fact that 


stealing automobiles bs ordinarilv 
punished by a term of considerable 
length in State's prison, would ma- 
terially lessen the number of ma- 
hines stolen. Of course, it being un- 
locked is no excuse for taking an 
automobile, but locking machines 
might prevent the taking of a great 
many, and might take the tempta- 
tion away from some of these young 
men, and thereby save them a term 
in State’s prison. 

The courts are doing all they 
can to stop this habit of stealing 
automobiles by imposing State’s pris- 
on sentences, and persons having 
machines ought to use at least or- 


having them stolen, thereby saving 
loss to themselves and expense to 
the State, and Also removing a temp- 
tation from many ¢ of these people.”

The only 
Chance the Single Taxers have of ever put- 
ting over their plan is to catch the voters 
unawares at some election in which there 
is little interest and in which their own full 
voting strength will be opposed to that of 
an indifferent opposition. They picked a 
poor time for fooling the people when they 
decided upon this year's campaign, but, as 
in the past, they have their fund from the 
national Single Tax organization to spend 
and they seem to think they ought to spend 
it. It is just as important as ever, of course, 
for thinking people to vote against Single 
Tax, as there is just a remote hope that if 
the thing is snowed under deep enough the 
Single Taxers will give California a rest 

and concentrate on some other State. 

The farmer, above all other persons, owes 
it to himself to go to the polls and hit this 
thing hard. Single Taxers propose to throw 
the whole cost of government on land and, 
of course, they promise a pink and rosy 
millennium when this shall have been ac- 
complished. Stripped of beautifully phrased 

dunkum intended to quiet the misgivings of 
the intended victims of the scheme, the 
thing they are after is to tax all land tp 
death so that it will revert to the State for 
a grand redistribution.

that they are no longer to be “penalized” 
for improving their holdings. That sounds 
lovely, indeed, but it won't bear analysis.

AVOCADO CULTURE NOW ONE OF 
THE COMMERCIAL INDUSTRIES. 


BY ROBERT W. HODGSON 


{The following article is the substance of } 
address on the Southern California avocado de 
livered by Mr. Hodgson before the recent Ayo- 
cado Association meeting at Pasadena. ] 

HE avocado in Southern California has 

long since demonstrated its entire 

success as a dome garden and door- 
yard fruit tree. There have been those, 
however,. who have not believed that this 
excellent fruit would ever reach the stage 
of a commercial industry in this State. 
Having followed the development of inter- 
est and the growth of knowledge regarding 
the culture of the avocado in Southern 
California-for a period of years, the writer 
is forced to the conclusion that the raising

HOW TO FATTEN POULTRY FOR 
THE COMING HOLIDAY SEASON. 


? FTER the falj culling out of unprofit- 
A able layers, both commercial and 

“back-yard” poultry keepers are 
ready to sell off their surplus stock, and 


flock. If the poultry keeper is wise, he will 
put the fowls to be marketed on a fattening 
ration to prepare them for the holiday 
market. Dollar-a-pound turkeys are threat- 
ened this Thanksgiving, and the price of fat 
poultry will elimb in sympathy. 

Of the three methods of fattening prac- 
ticed in the United States, one, pen-fatten- 
ing, is practiced more than the others in 
Southern California. Crate fattening and 
machine “cramming” is resorted to yery 
little hereabouts. Of course the keepers, ef 
the egg breeds, who predominate in the 
Angeles district, do not practice fattening 
to any extent because they must specialize 
and their specialty is producing eggs. But 
there are hundreds of poultrymen, among 
them the raisers of the heavier breeds, for 
whom pen fattening would be profitable, 
even to the buying of Mediterraneans from 
the commercial egg men. 

When pen fattening is practiced, the fowls 
are divided into groups of a dozen or 80, 
separating the cocks and cockerels from the 
hens. It is essential that a quiet place be 
selected, and that plenty of soft feed be 
given at regular intervals, with pure water 


running at all times. It is best to select a

place apart from the other poultry, and at 
some distance from the road. Keep dogs, 
children and curlosity seekers away. When 
the poultry have no chance to fly and flut- 
ter around, they have a gréater opportunity 
to accumuate fat. 

It pays to build fattening crates rather. 
than to use makeshift coops for this pur 
pose. These are made similar to rabbit 
coops, with all four sides chicken mesh, and 
the tops and bottoms smooth boards which 
can be easily cleaned. A slot is left in the 
bottom two inches of the front wall to 
make cleaning convenient and easy. A 
crate six feet long, eighteen inches nigh, 
and twenty inches wide is large enough for 
a dozen birds. Often the crates are divided 
into compartments, with half a dozen ‘birds 
in each room.

When the fattener wishes to get the 
highest quality of fat birds, he uses the ma- 
chine fattener the last ten days. During} 
the last of their fattening period, the fowls 
let up in their eating, and will not consume 
enough food to give them the maximum qual- 
ity so desired by the market men. The ma- 
chine method, however, is costly, and few at- 
tempt it except those professional fatteners 
who have orders from hotels and the like. 

When fowls are fattened by machine the 
chicken is held between the arm and side 
of the operator, and the machine, which 
usually consists of a feed reservoir and a 
mall force pump, is operated by a lever 
worked by the foot. The head of the bird is 
grasped in the left hand, and the rubber 
tube is gently inserted until it reaches the 
crop, the neck being elongated as much as 
possible. The lever bar is lowered by the 
foot, and the food is thus forced into the 
crop. When the crop is sufficiently full, the 
tube is removed. At next 
period, any chicken which has feed in its 
crop is not given fresh feed. 

KILLING THE FOWLS. 


When fattened fowls are killed, they 
should be confined for from twelve to 
twenty-four hours without food or water to 

empty their crops completely. The usual 
method of killing is followed, that is, a 
sticking method is used. The fowls are 
hung up by the feet, the head held in the 
left hand, and the whole body stretched to 
its full length. The mouth is forced open, 
atid the blood vessels at the back of the 
throat are severed with a sharp knife, with 
a narrow blade. The knife is then turned 
and the point plunged through the roof of 
the mouth to a point just behind and be- 
tween the eyes, piercing the brain. The 
muscles are then relaxed and the feathers’ 
come out easily. 

It is better to dry-pick your fattened 
poultry, as then they look much better. 
Leave some of the feathers on, usually 
those of the neck and head, and the tail 
feathers a short up the back, the feath- 
ers of the last two joints of the wing, and 
those of the leg, about one-third of the 
way from knee to hip joint. These feathers 
serve to distinguish the fattened poultry 
from other classes of fowls. In picking, be 
careful not to tear the skin, as this injures 
the market value greatly. Bad tears should 
be skilifully sewn up. It is not necessary 
to draw fattened poultry, and their heads 
should be left on. 

After picking. the carcasses should be 
hung in a cool place until the animal heat 
has entirely left the body, when they are 
ready to be packed and sent to market. They 
should be packed in boxes of convenieat 
size, holding about a dozen chickens. Give 
particular attention to neatness and attrac 
tiveness in marketing fattened poultry.

During the winter season, it should be 
remembered, the expenditure for water for 
irrigation um be at a minimum. In fact, if 
the rains come like they did last fall, very 
little irrigation water need. be applied. 
Thus the winter gardener will be able to 
raise his vegetables with an absolute mini. 
mum of expenditure, both ‘of labor and 
money, if the rains come right, It there is a 
dry spell between now and the first ef the 
year, he will be obliged to irrigate a little, 
but the law of compensation will operate in 
that there wl? be more sunlight, and this 
will give the young vegetables an impetus. 

Be warned that the price of the ordinary 
table wegetables will be higher in the late 
winter months than usual, unless the Japa- 
hese and others who raise the commercial 
crop of vegetables get an unexpected 
change of heart. No matter how low sugar 
or beans go, you pay the same old price for

PREPARING THE SON. 


The first thing to do is to 
soll. Dig down in the plot you haye se- 
lected for a garden and find out how deep 
the rains have penetrated, and what is the 
nature of the soil for the first foot. If it is 
light and sandy, the moisture will have 
penetrated deeper than if you have the 
heavier clay or adobe soll. Right after a 
rain ie the best time to spade or plow. Get 
in as soon as you are able to work it, and 
plow or dig at least eight inches deep. 
Make a garden plan on paper after you 
have turned over the soil. If it rains again 
before you are ready to plant your seed or 
set your plants, so much the better; the 
soil will be more retentive of moisture. 
Laxing out a garden carefully, with due re- 
gard to walks and the kinds of vegetables 
to grow, will save much labor and will en- 
courage productivity. 

Do not make the mistake so often made 
by those who have recently come from the 
East—growing your vegetables on raised 
beds. That is necessary only in regions of 
heavy rainfall, where drainage is the great- 
est consideration. California gardeners 
grow their vegetables in furrows, or on the 
sides of low ridges, rather than in raised 
beds. The growing plante are given the 
benefit of the maximum moisture, especial- 
ly where the garden is made on a slope 
greater than one foot to the 100 feet. 

If the garden plot is rather level, make 
low ridges, three to four inches high, 
across the lot or plot, each way from the 
central pathway. For most of the vege- 
tables, you will find that a ridge eighteen 
inches across is about right—this for let- 
tuce, radishes, beets, turnips, carrots afid 
other root vegetables. Do not make the 
furrow between these ridges more than 
eight inches across, and make them shallow, 
so that a little water will go a long way to- 
wards watering the plants. 

In soils that have not been used for grow- 
ing vegetables or alfalfa for some time, 
either manure or commercial fertilizer 
will be needed to grow good crops. 
Stable manure is getting scarcer each 
day, and if you have no poultry drop 
pings, go to the seed store and get some of 
the exellent commercial fertilizers avall- 
able for the garden. Get explicit directions, 
either on the fertilizer package or from the 
clerk, or the pamphlet accompanying the 
package, regarding the amount of fertflizer 
needed for each row. If you use poultry 
droppings, use only the old droppings, and 
mix thoroughly with an equal amount of 
soll before spading it in the garden soil, for 
if the roots come into contact directly with

fresh try droppings, they may be 
“burned.” Spade in fertilizer before

If you have deciduous fruit or nut trees 
in the garden, remember that most of the 
winter vegetables may be grown beneath 
such seasonally denuded trees. Incorpo 
rate in the soil the leaves which have 
dropped from the peach tree or walnut tree, 
or any other; also spade in whatever other 
vegetable material you have, weeds or 
straw. This will help greatly in making a 
heavy soil pliable and workable, and will 
put Rumus into a light soil, and humus is 
generally the great lack in sandy soils.

WEATHER BIG FACTOR: 
IN RAISING COTTON. 


Cotton farmers in Imperial. Palo Verde, 
Coachella and Salt River valleys whose 
crops suffered this spring from weather con- 
ditions will be interested in the following 
statement from Washington: 

Popular opinion to the contrary, the boll 
weevil must yield place to the weather by a 
larger margin ds a destructive factor in re- 
ducing the production of cotton lint in the 
Southern States. Destruction by the boll 
weevil is appreciably less than that by de- 
ficient moisture alone. | 

During the last eleven years, the normal 

production of lint was reduced 35.5 per cent 
by all causes of damage. The boll weevil, 
one of these, according to the estimate, was 
responsible for 7.3 per cent, or about one 
fifth of the total damage to the cotton crop 
for the eleven years. 
The onset of the weevil in Georgia 
Florida and Alabama in the years 1916-1919 
has made a reduction of the crop in all 
States due to this cause alone 10.4 per cent 
below a normal crop, while the reduction 
due to all causes in these years is 41.1 pet 
cent. 

Comparing deficient moisture with all in- 
sect pests as a cause of cotton-crop damage 
in pounds of lint that failed to be produced 
shows that in the eleven years deficient 
moisture caused a loss of 38.2 pounds of lint 
per acre on the average and all insect pests 
29.3 pounds. In the total damage to these 
ten crops of cotton, amounting to 113.4 


pounds of lint in the average of the years, | 


all climatic causes account for 71.6 pounds, 
or almost two and one-half times the loss 
Theo average of the last 
five years gives a damage of 40.1 pounds to 
all insects and 73.3 pounds to all climatic 
causes, or less than twice as much. 

It is indicated that the boll weevil costs 
the cotton crop wpproximately 2,000,000 
bales, ond year with another, since this pest 
has invaded Georgia and Florida. If the 
production of these 2,000,000 bales had been 
realized yearly instead of* prevénted during 
the last four years, their value and the 
value of their seed to the cotton grower at 


year around, a factor of no little importance 
in establishing a new fruit in the markets 
of this country. 


And last, but not least, any fruit which fs 
pushed by an enthusiastic and progressive 
class of growers such as are to be found in 
the California Avocado Association must of 
necessity arrive at commercial importance.

One correspondent writes: 


horse power, or nominal horse power of a 
tractor, is not figured as the net horse 
power. That is, when a farmer buys a 
seventy-five-horsepower tractor he is not 
given to understand that the machine will 
do as much work as seventy-five horses. 
Rather, it is carefully explained to him that 
the tractor will replace no more horses 
than the number registered, net at the 
draw bar. Now what make up the minus 
quantities in the gross horse power of a 
tractor? 

There are several items. In starting up 
for work a tractor at first must overcome 
its inertia; next it must overcome the [ric- 
tion of its bearing parts, and the vibratory 
reaction of other parts; third, it must pre- 
serve or maintain i.s momentum, and last- 
ly, ground pressure and land grades. What 
power is left after these subtractions may 
be called the net horse power of the frac- 
tor. Now among California manufacturers 
of farm tractors the net horse power of a 
forty-horsepower tractor is given at six- 
teen; of a seventy-five-horsepower tractor 
at thirty-seven. But a sixty-horsepower 
tractor has just been brought out which 
registers at the draw bar thirty-five net 
horse power. Thus the farm tractor in 
California is being constantly improved, 
and given a greater and greater per cent 
of net horse power. 

But we need not depend wholly upon 
theory. We behold ocular demonstrations. 
When we see a California combined har 
vester that formerly required twenty horses 
or mules for its operation upon level 
ground, easily negotiated by a forty-horse- 


| power farm tractor, we know of our own 


knowledge that twenty horses, or twenty 
mules, have been laid off that particular 
job. When we see this harvester pulled 
over high, steep hills, where it used to re- 
quire from thirty to forty horses or mules 
to pull it, by a seventy-five-horsepower trac- 
tor, we are made aware of the fact that 
that many horses or mules have been sup- 
planted. 

Another correspondent maintains that 
not more than 200,000 farm tractors were 
on the farms in 1919; and that these dis- 
placed less than 600,000 horses. According 
to this, the average farm tractor displaced 
only three horses. That would make the 
tractor have a net, average horse power of 
three horses, or a nominal, or gross, horse 
power of about seven and one-half. 

While we are at it, let us examine a little 
farther into the power of the farm tractor. 
Thus far we have discussed only one item 
of its power—the power to pull a load dead 
weight. Suppose we pass on to its power 


tof endurance. After you have worked a 


farm horse about ten hours he is done for 
the day. He must be stabled, watered, fed, 


hours. Not so with the farm tractor. Here 
in California, in a pitch, they divide the 
twenty-four hours into three shifts, and by 
changing drivers, work day and night, stop- 
ping only for fuel and greasing. 

Normally, a farmer operating a forty- 
horsepower farm tractor has the equiva- 
lent of sixteen horses. That is when you 
work the tractor only ten hours per day, 
the same as you do the horse. But when 
you come to work the tractor the full 
twenty-four hours of the day you exert the 
equivalent of two and two-fifths times as 
many horses, or thirty-eight and two-fifths 
horses. So, if the farmer had previously 
found it necessary to employ thirty-eight 
and two-fifths horses to do his work, he 
could dispose of those animals, and per 
form the work they had been doing by the 
substitution of a forty-horse power tractor. 
This rule applies to all the general processes 
of land cultivation, as the tractor, generat- 
its own light, inuminates the feld, even 
in the darkest night sufficiently for n prac- 
Jeal purposes. 

Let us not forget the farm tracter’s 
power of efficiency, which overcomes many 
other obstacles encountered by the farmer, 
having to do with climatic conditions, soil 
conditions, topographical conditions, etc. 
Take the weather for instance. In Califor- 
nia, if tt rains too much during plowing

Thete are two or more species of each, but 
the species of each group have such a com- 
mou resemblance, and the group character- 
feties are so distinctive, that a person who 
becomes interested in their study will soon 
learn to know the groups, in a general way, 
at least, and will unconsciously recognize 
them as he passes by. Not many persons 
ever learn to distinguish between the 
species—of the manzanitas, for instance, of 
which we have some five or six; or the 
ceanothi, with twice that number—but ft is 
not necessary that they should, in order to 
have a fairly good knowledge of the chapar- 
ral. After a person has learned to recog- 
nize the half-dozen above mentioned, he will 
gradually add to the list about tem or a 
dozen others, which, although not so plen- 
tiful, are either widely distributed, or else 
have some special claims to one's attention. 
Greasewood (adenostoma fasciculatum) 
is the most plentiful of ali the chaparral 
species.

According to this authority there were 
149 hospitals in this country for the sole 
use of our troops, “exclusive of very num- 
erous small hospitals already in army use.” 
More than 200 hospitals were in operation 
overseas, Col. Ayers continues: 

“On Dec. 1, 1919, there were aveilable in 
American hospitals 399,510 beds, or one bed 
to every nine men in the army. Of these 
287,290 were overseas and 112,220 were in 
this country.” Further: “To build factor- 
les and storage warehouses for supplies, as 
well as housing for troops, 200,000 work- 
men in the United States were kept contin- 
ually occupied for the period of the war. 

Housing constructed had a capacity 
of 1,800,000 men, or more than the entire 
population of Philadelphia.” 

The housing provided was of the sem 
permanent variety, not tents, as in our 
other wars. Adequate and certified water 
supply, sewage and electric lights were pro- 
vided. These quarters were erected so that 
at all times each enlisted man might have 
the required amount of breathing space 
considered necessary dy our sanitary 
engineers. 

According to the same authority, the cost 
of cantonments in this country was in 
round numbers, $200,000,000, or about half 


“the cost of the Panama Canal. So it is ad- 


mitted that our armed forces in the late 
war were in this respect better provided 
for than those of any of our other wars. 
We may go even further and say that the 
enlisted man was better housed than his 

brother in civil life. | 
In addition to housing the enlisted man 
was in far more favorable condition as re- 
the other two essentials, food and 


Clothing. Civilians during the war period 


were compelled to observe meatless, wheat- 
less, heatless days; but our armed forces 
were not only free to satisfy their every 
legitimate requirement, but literally to 
waste enormous quantities of these essen- 
tials.

Invading the Schools, 


N ARIZONA correspondent writes: 

“We have been readers of your ‘Care 
of the Body’ for a long time. Today our 
boy, 7 years of age, came from school, with 
an examination paper which read that his 
tonsus are ‘abnormal’ and suggesting our 
taking him to a physician.

This sort of thing is going on all over 
the country. Children are sent home on 
the most flimsy pretexts, always with the. 
injunction: “See a physician.” The public 
schools are becoming recruiting grounds for 
allopathic medical practice. The school- 


teachers are unconsciously acting as “cap- : 


pers” for physicians. Teachers have no 
right whatever to do such things. How 
long will the public endure such a condi- 
tion? 

As I have often said, adenoids and en- 
rged tonsils are symptoms of a catarrhal 
ondition, caused by waste matter in the 
blood, due to wrong feeding, especially over- 
consumption of starches and sweets. There- 
fore, cutting out can never possibly eure, 
while it is always followed by harmful 
after effects. 

What of this are the parents told? Noth- 
ing. Merely “Go to a physigian.” Have 
'em cut out—and pay the fee.

Doctor and Patient. 


Some of my patients occasionally think 1 
am rather severe with them. A physi- 
cian must be so if he is concerned with 
restoration of health more than with earn- 
ing a fee. J. H. Tilden, M.D.—who is one 
of the same kind—writes as follows in the 
Philosophy of Health: 

“Many people think I am pretty rough 
when I scold them; but I am simply en- 
deavoring to force those who pay me for 
advice to do something for themselves. The 
majority of people who come here have had rar 
enough professional petting; they have 
been spoiled by it. 1 feel all the sympathy 
necessary for those who come here; but 
they cannot get any sympathy from me un- 
less they deserve it; and they are deserving 
it only when they are getting after them- 
selves and doing the very best they can 
‘for themselves. I have all the charity in 
the world for the individual who is en- 
deavoring to do something for himself; but 
for those people who come here g0 sorry 
for themselves that they think they are not 
getting all that is coming to them unless 
someone them * their 


hands, I have no sympathy whatever. 
“When a doctor enters a sick room he 
should tell the patient by act if not by 
word that there is little the matter with 
him; tell him to forget that he is sick; that 
he will be out in a few days. The psychol- 
ogy of the case must receive proper consid- 
eration. Where the patient is not very sick 
the doctor often makes both patient and 
family anxious by his extreme solicitousness 
—philanthropic (?) rather than commercial. 
Common sense should tell the doctor to en- 
courage his patient; for it makes him feel 
better. The doctor should never make the 
patient worse by appearing anxious. Too 
often intense interest is affected. The 
humbug part of doctoring and nursing could 
be left out of professional training to the 
great advantage of all concerned, and espe- 
cially of getting well. Some people want 
doctors who are doleful, and nurses who 
dance attendance, and who are forerunners 
of the undertaker. Such people get thetr 
happiness, out of being miserable. 


Treatment of Drug Addicts. 


T HAS been proposed to establish on San 
1 Clemente Island, off the coast of South- 
ern California, a refuge for drug addicts. 

It is a good plan to segregate these un- 
fortunates, but why at the same time not 
make it easier for them to abandon drugs? 

Why not try the effect of an abstemious, 
nonstimulating, eliminative dietary, with
